“Dear Mr. Martyn‘: 

Thank you for your letter expressing 
your concern about АВ 289. Unfortunate- 
ly I cannot agree on your judgement, 

Had you been present tohear the testi- 
mony given to the Assembly Transporta- 
tion Committee in support of this bill 
last year, I think you would be of a dif- 
ferent opinion. Briefly stated, the testi- 
money indicated that even the most expert 
and careful cyclist can through no fault 
of his own encounter a mishap resulting 
in a tragic accident. 

Much as I wish to encourage a spirit 
of individualism and to prevent unneces- 
sary government regulation of private 
activity, the very high risk of grave 
injury involved in motorcycling more 
than justifies this legislation. Unfortu- 
nately the only way to guard against this 
risk is through the wearing of a protec- 
tive helmet, While the wearing of the 
helmet and goggles may somewhatreduce 
the pleasure of motorcycling, I think you 
will agree it is rather slight when 
weighed against the possible heartbreak 
and expense to the'doved ones of a 
motorcycle accident victim. It is quite 
possible that in many instances the care 
of someone seriously injured in anacci- 
dent might be more than his family could 
bare and then would fall upon the public. 

I hope that you will agree that these 
considerations establish the need for this 
corrective legislation, I will be grateful 
to hear from you further on this matter 
or any other of concern to you in the 
future, Thank you for taking the time and 
trouble to communicate with me.

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THE NEW IMAGE 


EAST SIDE, WEST SIDE, ALL AROUND DAYTONA 


The airplane sets you down gently at Daytona Beach airport. It is a trop- 
ical winter day, with potmetal skies and stiff breezes bending the tall palm- 
trees. You drive past the famous Speedway, heading for Motel Strip along the 
beach. A guide who has been to Daytona for the Handlebar Derby in the past, 
points out landmarks to you, on your first trip. There's the Armory where the 
free trade show is being held, and there's "Street Rider Street" where all the 
bikes with exotic license plates line up at night: fringed saddlebags from 
Michigan, fairings from Pennsylvania, Harleys from Idaho and the District of 
Columbia, choppers and Christmas trees from New Jersey. 

You get your credentials in the office of Houston Lawing, publicity di- 
rector for the Daytona Speedway, and with these magic passes you can Toner 
wherever your quest for information and impressions may lead you. 

First, to the pits, with candid camera cocked, to learn what we can of 
the equipment and the mood prevailing. The Harley-Davidson crew is proud 
but not smug with the fast time of 149.08 mph that their sidevalve V-twin set 
earlier. “That motor doesn’t know it's a flathead,” someone in the Triumph 
pits remarked. “It thinks it’s an overhead cam!” 

H-D wasn’t taking any chances on losing this year, after two straight 
defeats atthe hands of the Baltimore Triumph crew. Racing chief Dick O’Brien 
had spent more time, it was rumored, in California than in Milwaukee last 
year, redesigning the familiar KR engine with the help of C.R. Axtell's flow- 
meter and dyno equipment. The latest KR's sidevalves are said to incline 
more sharply toward the cylinder bore, to reduce the angle of the path the 
gases have to follow. 

Sidevalves vs. Overheads vs. Two-Strokes 

Triumph, the defending champions, were resting on their laurels, but 
none too happy about it, seeing's how H-D's seven sponsored riders had that 
new invincible look in their eyes. Triumph's Daytona-wise development en- 
gineer (British meaning: racing director) Douglas Hele (pronounced “heel”) 
puthis faith and the fate of a good many motorcycle sales in what had always 
proved to be a good thing, the overhead valve, vertical twin, a design so effi- 
cient that it often beats the sidevalves with 2/3 of their power potential. 
Sidevalve engines (does anyone not know?) are allowed to use 45 cubic inch 
dimensions while overhead valve engines may only go 30.50 inches on the 
bore and stroke. The two-cycle engine, forlack of a better category,is lumped 
in with the overheads in the racing classes. 


Size No Advantage 


Thus in the Suzuki stables, we found their peremptorily-appointed racing 
coach Fred Moxley doing the best he could with full thirty and a half inches 
of Suzuki 500/five engines... only in this cases they had to be 500/fours, 
since rules limit all bikes to 4-speed gearboxes, and so Moxley had to leave 
a precious cog out of the stock Suzuki transmission. Racing speeds had un- 
covered some ‘structural shortcomings in the details of the bikes that Moxley 
would be hard pressed to correct in time for the big 200-mile championship 
on Sunday. 

Farther along the row of white garages we espy the house of Yamaha, 
where invincibility fairly reeks. Yamaha*s team of racing experts —— riders 
and managers alike —— get a lot of credit for Yamaha's rosy profit picture. 
About three dozen of their quiet, enthusiastic sales executives were there to 
cheer them on to another victory in the 250 road race. And, hopefully, a good 
showing in the big bike championship. Already their 350cc two-cycle bikes 
held 2nd and 3rd fast time, as if to demonstrate again for all to see, that in 
racing, size has no advantage. 

American motorcycle racing isthe story of David and Goliath, re-enacted 
every generation. The giant falls and becomes the underdog. The underdog 
fells the giant, grows to become a giant himself and the cycle repeats. 

Daytona’s New Look 

The new look at Daytona this year is factory team riders in bright leath- 
er uniforms and identical looking bikes. Even the Yamaha rooting section 
sports identical blazer jackets, with contemporary announcer styling. Uniform- 
itis extends as well to the monthly magazine staffs in attendance: CYCLE in 
resplendent blue satin jackets and CYCLE WORLD in red windbreakers and 
Panama hats. 

All this fashionable plumage was viewed askance by some of the private 
racers, who figured the “little guy” didn’t stand a chance against the factory 
money. If the new look was calculated to psyche out the opposition, it wasn’t 
entirely successful, as results later showed. Private entries are protected by 
the AMA*‘s claiming rule, which states that any participant can claim the 
winner's motorcycle for $1500 in the case of a lightweight, or $2,000 for the 
winner of the 200-miler. The fact that no one has invoked this rule in many 
years indicates that rumors of “special $25,000 factory entries” are just 
made up but not believed. 

Certainly the outcome of the 100-mile race for Amateurs on Friday should 
have setone’s mind to rest regarding private builder abilities under the Class 
(Continued on page 6)

The luck of the Irish shined 
down on Gene Smith, 459 Triumph 
rider, as he won the four-loop, 
sixty-eight-mile rough Mojave 
desert race in the fast time of 
one hour and thirty-six minutes. 
On Saint Patrick’ s Day this seven- 
teen-year-old red-headed Irishman, 
wearing the green Shamrocks M.C. 
colors, claimed his first overall 
win. 

The banner was dropped and the large 
group of 250cc and Open Class riders 
took off for the smoke bomb with a 
perfect start. To see it as Gene Smith 
saw it; *I was on the left-hand trail 
leading my group and I could see John 
Gaitz, #39 on a Triumph, leading the 
pack just to my left, with Steve Scott on 
a 360 Bultaco right behind him. As we 
came to the smoke bomb, both trails 
came together and I tucked in behind 
Scott, 

«I stayed right behind him until the 
course made a quick left turn that Scott 
didn’t make, and he center-punched a 
big bush. Gaitz and I dueled it out until 
I was able to pass him clean on a two- 
rut trail and take the lead, and just then 
four riders jumped off the fire road to 
the right and took off in front of us. I 
was able to pass all four of them just

before the first check to retake the lead; 
(they moved over for us as they knew 
that they weren’t supposed to be there.) 
Gaitz stayed right behind me until we 
came to the long, steep downhill they 
call Jack Rabbit Hill. I started down in 
low gear, then took off in second half- 
way down, trying to shake off Gaitz.” 

Smith came into the pits after that 
first loop with a good, long lead. Moto- 
cross star Gunner Lindstrom from Swe- 
den was getting some practice and was 
running second, although he was not 
entered, Mike Patrick, #7 on the Norton, 
was starting to move up and was running 
fourth, and Amateur Steve Staats, #95 on 
a 360 Bultaco, who had come through the 
smoke bomb with that Taco really turned 
on, had now moved up to sixth. Big John 
Gaitz, perhaps upset about the riders 
cutting the course from the fire road 
into the leading positions, pulled inafter 
a couple of laps. 

The course, in general, was a ‘‘rid- 
er's course," with rough, up-and-down 
hills and very few rocks. There wasa 
Eood variety of sandwashes, hills, a 


.couple of jeep roads, and open boon- 


docks for passing. The lead positions 


didn't change much the next two loops, 
and on the final go-around Smith va- 
roomed into the finish on the Lamoreaux- 
tuned Triumph, with a three-minute 
lead, Patrick had worked his way up to 
a solid second, and the hard-riding 
Amateur Steve Staats pulled in third to 
take first500cc Class. Staats, incidental- 
ly, is now the top amateur rider. Randy 
Burak, #796, pulled in fifth and took 
first Novice. Russ Darnell (#727x), atop 
Moto-Cross rider, came out to the 
desert and picked up sixth overall and 
first 250 Expert on his Greeves Chal- 
lenger. He probably could have done 
better, but he had to ride the last three 
loops with a broken clutch cable. 

Ron Fry, #6 on a 360 Husky, pulled 
in eighth and took first 500 Expert, Ron 
really looked good on those whoopty- 
doos; he just picked up the front wheel 
and cleared everything. Another Irish- 
man Bill Reagan #67x, took first 250cc 
Amateur and seventeenth overall. 

After the race, everyone in the pits 
was talking about the cheating done by 
cutting the course and using a fire road 
instead of the marked trail. This could 
very well ruin the sport, because the 
young riders see the old pros do it, and 
think it’s OK, Although it should be noted 
that no course-cutter has ever won a 
desert race. Pretty soon everyone starts 
cutting the course to the first check and 
that will be the end of it. Let’s hope the 
Jack Rabbits M.C, got a list of the riders

Financial Success 


Motor sports observers rated 
the 1968 Daytona 200 and the 
preliminary Handlebar ‘Derby 
events as financially the most 
successful since the races began 
here in 1937. 

A crowd estimated at 17,500 
paid $5 per head to attend the 
Daytona 200 on a beautiful Sun- 
day afternoon. It was estimated 
10,200 paid fans attended the 
Friday-Saturday races at the 
speedway. In addition, more than 
10,000 paid fans attended the 
speedway sponsored short track 
races Friday-Saturday nights at 
municipal Memorial Stadium. 

The Daytona 200 motorcycle 
crowd was larger than at- 
tendance for the 24 Hours of 
Dayton or for the ARCA 300 
mile stock car race run by 
the speedway in February. The 
Daytona 24 promotion is also 
much more costly, as factories 
as well as ‘name’ drivers de- 
mand substantial sums before 
they will race. The speedway 
purses for the Daytona 24 and 
the ARCA 300 are also bigger. 

Speedway figures reveal prize 
purses paid for the three days 
of races at the track totaled 
$18,750.

Laps The Field 


Harley-Davidson, Yamaha and Honda 
came home the winners this year from 
the annual AMA Speedweek at famed and 
fast Daytona International Speedway. 

H-D regained the winner’s circle after 
a two-year shutout, Yamaha kept right on 
rolling and won the lightweight division 
honors for the fourth straight year. And 
a Honda, without aid or assistance, 
scored for the first time in Florida, 

The 200-mile National was supposed 
to be a Harley-Davidson runaway. It was, 
but not of the size and magnitude that 
was predicted early in the week of speed. 

Cal Rayborn added his name to the list 
of stars that have won the biggest road 
race of them all, He diditingrand style, 
lapping the entire field and turning in a 
near flawless ride on one of the seven 
Harley factory team entries. 

Even with one spill early in the race, 
Rayborn still bombed the banks for a 
record breaking ride and an average 
speed of just under 102 mph! It now 
gives Cal three National road racing 
wins and H-D the National point lead 
after two events in ‘68, 

The surprise of the 200 was the Ya- 
maha 350’s, They ran like bombs, even 
though giving more than twice the cc’s 
away to the Harley team. The second 
time effort paid off with a second and 
third place finish and two of the choice 
three spots in the winner’s circle. 

The 53-lap grind found the Harley 
team grabbing off the front four places 
from the drop of the flag. Rayborn, 
Mert Lawwill, Fred Nix and Roger Rei- 
man were the front running four that 
broke track records right from the 
opening lap, Rayborn was in and out of 
the lead and the first five rounds but 
took over for good on lap six and raced 
to history. 

The first half of the race was all 
Harley with Yamaha playing catch-up 
although due to a series of dropouts and 
mechanical failures defending champ 
Gary Nixon did manage to move into 
second place briefly for three laps be- 
fore making a gas stop and then later 
dropping out of the race entirely. 

By the end of the 43rd circuit Rayborn 
had lapped the entire fieldand there were 
still ten laps to go. England’s Phil Read 
supplied the crowd with late lap action 
by overtaking and passing Rayborn not 
once but three times as the two riders 
chose to duel each other — although Read 
was many laps behind due to a pit stop 
for gas that found the engine unable to 
restart for an extended amount of time, 

It was a big day for Californians as 
they grabbed off five of the top ten finish 
spots. This also gives the Western 
riders a bundle of National points and a 
head start for the yet-young season, 


Amateur 100-Miler 


California sent new road racer Bill 
Lyons into the win circle on the pri- 
vately entered Honda 450, It was to be 
another record-breaking ride and an easy 
run for the 25-year-old mechanic from 
San Francisco. 

Lyons was off like a shot for the third 
row starting position and was never in 
serious danger of losing the lead and the 


win, He now joins Walt Fulton Jr. and 
Ken Ridder as the three who have built 
up an Amateur big bike win streak that 
may never be stopped. 

Veteran Florida road racer Ray Hemp- 
stead rode into second on the east coast 
factory backed BSA that was formerly 
ridden by Jody Nicholas. Fast qualifier 
Art Ninci, H-D mounted from Kansas 
City, was a distant third. 

The Honda ridden by Lyons, and spon- 
sored by Precision Machine Co., is the 
same 450 that carried Art Baumann to 
two Amateur road race National wins in 
‘67. It was one of only a total of five 
Honda’s entered in the race, 

Ninci broke the old one-lap track 
record set last year by Honda-mounted 
Jimmy Odom with Ninci getting the new 
mark up to 133-plus mph. 

Hard luck Californian was Bob Mc 
Elvain. Pulling in from his time trial 
effort he was hit by a car in the pits and 
suffered a broken collarbone, 


The Combined 250cc Race 


What was to be a three-way duel 
between Yamaha, Kawasaki and Suzuki 
in the annual 100-mile race for the 
250’s failed to materialize. Yamaha 
grabbed off all four „f the heat race wins 
earlier in the day, thencame storming 
back to take eleven of the first fourteen 
positions in the race that was stopped 
after only fifteen laps due to a typical 
Florida type cloudburst that called a 
sliding halt to the show. 

The first eight laps found Gary Nixon, 
Mike Duff and Yvon DuHamel putting on 
a “picture” race with the three riding 
as one on every turn and every straight- 
away. The lead changed hands many, 
many times the first nine laps before 
Nixon dropped off the pace and left the 
two Canadians to battle it out. 

The rains started shortly after and 
both Nixon and Duff fell off on the first 
turnleaving DuHamel way out in front 
as the water increased in flooding quan- 
tities. 

The race then reverted to the new 
battle for second place between former 
winner Bob Winters and ex- World 250 
champ, Phil Read. Surprisingly, Winters 
increased his margin as the rain became 
heavier and the Arkansas road runner 
was a solid second when the race was 
stopped. Four of the top eleven places 
went to California riders with Bakers- 
field’s Ron Pierce easily the highest 
ranking Amateur in a well deserved fifth 
place finish on his self-sponsored Ya- 
maha, 

It was the first time in the history of 
the Speedway that a cycle race has been 
stopped due to rain but it was done with 
wisdom as many riders fell off during the 
last four laps-or after the rains came, 


The Novice 250 Race 


This event was the closest duel from 
start to finish with a surprise win for 
H-D and the Sprint model 250. Veteran 
sportsman road racer Don Hollingsworth 
from Florida came from behind many 
times to go on for the win over Yamaha 
riding Dave Townsley from Louisiana. 
Tle two riders far outclassed the rest 





of the field and again it was a record. 


breaking ride. 


Hollingsworth comes from the racing- 


est family in America. His father is an 

H-D dealer and Don and two other 
brothers have all been competing at 
Daytona many times in the past in the 
sportsmen and Novice races. 

Townsley may have had “the horse- 
power to win the race but Hollingworth 
just plain outrode his nearest competitor 
for the win in the 78-mile chase that is 
yearly made up of the future National 
champs,

Californian rodé a team Suzuki from last 
to first and a- record that stood until last 
Saturday. 

The entire week of racing and tuning 
was done under foul weather conditions 
until the final day on Sunday.

RIDE AN ENDURO FOR FUN IN 
THE CALIFORNIA DESERT APRIL 7

On the Southern California sports 
calendar this year we have five Enduros 
Scheduled, The first was held by the 
Prospectors M,C., and the next one will 
be the Shamrocks M,C, Eighth Annual 
Mojave Hospital Benefit Run. 

Enduros are one of the most enjoyable 
ways of spending a Sunday asa contestant 
in an organized motorcycle competition 
event, without having to get on a starting 
line with the hotshoes, In an Enduro, a 
rider can cruise the course at his own 
speed while taking in the beautiful Cali- 
fornia mountain scenery, and is aided 
by organized check points and gas stops. 

The Shamrocks M.C. has not been 
known to throw the hardest runs; just 
rough enough to give a rider some good 
bench racing until the next run, or it 
will give him the feeling of really earning 
a trophy if he wins one. 

The big bikes will go the first fifty- 
mile loop for a real enjoyable ride ina 
good variety of hills, sandwashes, and 
open boondocks, Then they’l] come infor 
a lunch break and head out for a seventy- 
five-mile loop that takes them up into 


the snow line, Gas may be a problem for 
those with small gas tanks, but there will 
be a truck setting up a special check forty 
miles out on the second loop, at Sageland 
in Kelso Valley. They will take your can 
of gas up if asked, or you can set up your 
pits there. 

The Trail Bikes will go only the first 
fifty-mile loop, which was laid out by a 
number of riders, including a couple of 
trail bike Novices. This is not to say that 
it is a complete cakewalk. Only a rider 
with four or five recent trailing parties 
under his belt and the ability to ride a 
sandwash should have a good go at it. 

The answer to riding a sandwash is to 
keep your rpm’s up and stay on the top 
of the sand, Don’t try to steer with the 
front wheel, but use body English as in 
waterskiing. The thing to remember is 
that this run isn’t a speed race; you are 
racing the clock, so you want to keep up 
a good, consistent pace and stay out of 
trouble. Don’t try to ride over your head 
if you’re late, just go for the finish and 
get ‘em next time. Above all, HAVE 
FUN! (Results will appear in Cycle News 
after the Enduro.)

Or they can mailorder a traditional 
rod built from new parts from any of 
several suppliers who advertise in the 
car magazines, 

With the nice kids and now their par- 
ents all driving the latest approved model 
hot rod, Hollywood doesn’t make movies 
about hot rods anymore, 

Instead, Hollywood makes movies 
about motorcycle gangs. 

And the nice kids, walking out of the 
moviehouse after watching Peter Fonda 
race across the screen astridea quiver- 
ing, roaring, purple illegitimate sex 
symbol, get to feeling that the machine 
you meet the nicest people on isn't 
quite where it's at. 

The nice kids want a mean, evil, fire- 
belching custom chopper motorcycle. 

Where does a nice kid go to procure 
such a thing? 

We may assume, being an average 
nice kid, he isn't ready to disappear into 
the underground chopper motorcycle 
world and spend months learning to 
build one himself, 

So he simply goes down to his local 
custom chopper motorcycle store and 
buys one.

This story, with a little cutting and 
filing, is part of the business philosophy 
of Bob Moore, 





Moore’s business is supplying the 
custom chopper shop where nice people 
of all types — and all ages — can buy 
strange motorcycles. He runs the Cycle 
Delicatessen, located at 1529 South Vic- 
tory Blvd. in Glendale, Calif. 

The visitor to Moore's shop will not 
find the usual kind of motorcycle store, 

The rows of factory-neat new motor- 
cycles are missing from the showroom. 
In their place are a few bikes, and these 
are obviously not factory models, but 
carefully detailed customs, 

The parts department lacks the usual 
shelves full of boxed and numbered 
parts. The Cycle Delicatessen sells 
custom and antique parts, many manu- 
factured in the shop, or remanufactured, 
The customer may pick and choose ac- 
cording to what he wants, notby number. 

In the shop motorcycles aren’t worked 
on so much as they are built, Frames 
are lurking about in various stages of 
modification, The engines glow with 
chrome parts and exotic color. 

In short, the Cycle Delicatessen com- 
pares to the more usual motorcycle 
Shop in about the same way thata custom

car shop relates to a Ford or Chevrolet 
dealership, 

This comparison with car shops isnot 
lightly taken by Moore. He aspires to 
becoming the George Barris of the cus- 
tom motorcycle business, 

He may well succeed in this endeavor. 
According to his appraisal of custom 
motorcycle marketing conditions, the 
situation for exploitation is ripe. Here 
he notes the past focus of Hollywood on 
hot rodding and the simultaneous bur- 
geoning of a few specialized car shops 
as a kind of social indicator which is 
presently repeating itself in the motor- 
cycle game. 

According to his own experience, 
Moore believes his enterprise will be 
lucrative. 

For five years Moore, now 23, built 
wild street bikes for himself in his own 
garage. But he was never able to keep 
one, 

“Pd ride it around for a bit, and then 
someone would see it and demand to buy 
і,’ Moore says, ‘‘So I’d sell it to him, 
usually at a considerable profit, Then 
Pd build another bike and the same thing 
would happen all over again,’’ 

A year ago Moore, together with his 
brother Don and some of his friends, 
opened the Cycle Delicatessen. 

The fledgling business did well, ac- 
cording to Moore, The shop was com- 
pletely outfitted with the tools and equip- 
ment he used to prepare his previous 
machines, After a few months, a backlog 
of orders for 25 bikes had built up. 

Then disaster number one struck in 
the form of an auto accident in which 
Don Moore was seriously injured, Dis- 
aster number two was another car wreck, 
This time Bob was out of action. The 
Cycle Delicatessen had to close its 
doors, 

At this writing the Cycle Delicatessen 
is just reopening, Much of its shop equip- 
ment is gone, sold to pay for the brothers’ 
medical bills, 

Money is short, and Bob is seaching 
for financial assistance, He is also look- 
ing for good buys in machinery to re- 
place his shop equipment, Among other 
items he needs a lathe, milling machine, 
drill press, bandsaw, air compressor 
and spray painting equipment, so enter- 
prising suppliers, please note. 

Despite his bad luck, Bob Moore is 
confident his business will prosper, 

To the visitor he proudly shows his 
completed bikes, and the ones under 
construction. Custom show promoters 
telephone him to contract for display of 
his machines, There are examples on 
hand of the Harley-Davidson heads he 
modifies to accept one carburetor a 
Piece, and the display case is well 
stocked with parts a chopper builder 


needs. 

At present the Cycle Delicatessen is 
undergoing a ‘‘complete redecoratin,’’ 

“Come by in about two months,’’ 
Moore told this reporter. ‘‘We’ll have a 
grand opening and some new bikes, Guys 
who want to show their own bikes or stuff 
they make can call me and we’ll have a 
real motorcycle show. There’ll be alive 
band and motorcycle movies and the 
place will really be fixed up.” We can 
hardly wait.

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ONE YEAR 
TRIUMPH 
BONNEVILLE 
ROAD TEST

After one full year and some 
9,000 miles testing Triumph’s 
1967 Model 650cc Bonneville, the 
time has come to give it our hon- 
est appraisal. It's far and away 
the best buy in the large displace- 


ment class offeredin this country! 

As more and more Americans are 
turning to the bigger and more power- 
ful motorcycles, Triumphs Bonne- 
ville seems to fulfill their inner de- 
sires as witness 55% increase in 
Triumph sales in the Western States 
last year. 


Honest 42 hp At Rear Wheel 


Triumph has been building the 
vertical twin engine for quite a few 
years now, with noticeable improve- 
ments year after year. The Bonne- 
ville's engine displaces 650cc (40 
cubic inches). The bore and stroke 
dimensions work out to a 71mm bore 
with a 82mm stroke and with such a 
lenghty stroke the throttle response 
at low speeds is much more positive. 
The Bonneville’s pistons ‘sport a 
rather high crown for a street ma- 
chine at 9 to 1 compression. This 
ratio seemsto be very flexible though 
with great acceleration and ping-free 
cruising, although 11.2 to 1's are 
available to the all-out Banzai guys. 
With the 9 to 1’s the engine is “con- 
servatively” rated at 52 ponies with 
peak power coming on at around 6500 
rpm. Most factories lie about horse- 
power figures. A good Triumph actu- 
ally delivers about 42 hdrsepower at 
the rear wheel — the same as a good 
883 Sportster, or Honda 450. 

A very nice feature on the Bonne- 
ville is the induction balance tube 
that connects the two carbs together 
to better balance the idle. With the 
tube the engine's personality wins 
many friends in rough city traffic. 
The 13/16th-inch Amal carbs need 
little introduction; they are well pro- 
ven &astotheirservice and reliability. 

Stock Trophy Winner 

.Equipped stock with heavy duty 
valve springs, hemi-head design, and 
light push rods, the Triumph proved 
to be a more than equal match to 
anything in its class. After a full 
year of road and traffic testing, we 
made offto the Sunday Drags at Lions 
Drag Stripin Long Beach, California. 
Without even so much as pulling a 
plug we fired up to the line and 
blasted a 14:54 E.T. and 88 mph for 
the first run. Incidentally, that was 
the best timein the Open Street class 
that Sunday. With full stock street 
trim we could manage to lay a good 
15 to 20 feet of rubber every run with 
no resistance at all from the sweetly 
singing engine. The quarter mile 
times could very easily be increased 
by fiddling with plugs, timing, and 
generally having the bike serviced, 

Maintenance Slight 

Our attention to maintenance was 
probably much less than the average 
owner would provide. With proper 
servicing and easy maintenance that 
should be done at home, the bike 
Should crank off middle 13 E.T.'s 
with speeds in the 90's. 

Rider position is excellent for 
street riding and highway cruising 
especially with the aid of the rubber- ~ 


seat. The bars on our particular model 
were a bit too loose due to the rub- 
ber mounting. However, this point is 
one of personal preference only. 
Triumph probably has the fine st 
design for getting to your battery or 
tool kit. The Bonneville's seat is 
hinged on the left side so all you 
have to do is yank a convenient knob 
onthe right side and flip up the seat 
to expose tools and battery. Another 
nice feature we found of interest was 
the lack of a bulky regulator.In place 
of the regulator was a small Zener 
Diode that controls the recharging 
rate of the- 12 volt battery. The new 
brake sy stem was worthy of credit 
also, with a full 8 inches in the front 
hub. The back brake is now up to 7 
inches up with both hubs fuily finned. 


mounted handlebars and cular model ү 
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Goodyear intends to stay in motorcycle racing.In fact the tire and rubber 
company will probably be more involvedin the speed sport this year than last. 

That is the word from Mike Babich of the company’s racing division. 

Mike, you might remember, made the hop to the Isle of Man last year 
after the car races at LeMans and gave some of the European boys a chance 
at using Goodyears. 

This year Mike says he will be at Daytona for sure and he, or someone 
else from Goodyear, will make a determined effort to get to another big Ameri- 
can road race, too. 

At this point Mike, who was in Cleveland for à sports car banquet, said 
Goodyear is researching only road racing tires. The general theory behind à 
tire company getting very involved in racing is development of street tires, 
eg. if a tire is,good in the all out speed of a Daytona win it should lead to 
some very interesting treads for the guy who rides to grandma's every Sunday 
on his Honda. 

Another surprise find at the sporty car gathering was Marvin Drucker, a 
road course owner with more than a passing interest in bikes. 

This year Marvin has at least four Association of American Motorcycle 
Road Racers (AAMRR) events scheduled for the Steel Cities International 
Raceway he runs and if they come off anything like last year’s it should be 
something big. 

Sports cars, of course, run on the Warren, Ohio track too, but Marvin said 
his biggest successes have been with bikes. 

“They outdrew everything last year,” he told me, “and it should be even 
better this year.” 

This winter the Hornets MC from Kent, Ohio has been running hare 
scrambles at the course. 

“They can park their cars right on the road course,” Marvin said, “and I 
don't have to tell you it's unique to have a paved place to park at a motor- 
cycle race.” 

The events have been successful, he said, with about a hundred riders 
showing up for each race. 

“I'd like to get more motorcycle racing started there in the summer," 
Marvin told me. He said he'd like to find a club willing to sponsor night 
scrambles, which would be a rarity in Ohio. He indicated if à club was will- 
ing to sponsor the races he'd be willing to build the course and light it. 


It sounds very interesting and would give a lot of scrambles types a 
chance to run twice a week end. Interested clubs should contact Marvin care 
of Steel Cities International Raceway, Warren, Ohio. 

If you're thinking about running the first national enduro of the year, 
Stone Mountain, and you haven't entered yet you might as well forget it. 

More than a month before the event's March 10 date the Georgia Crackers 
Motorcycle Club has the limit of 400 riders signed up and ready to take off 
into the boonies.If you haven't entered and been assigned a starting position 
you're out of luck. Just ask me. I missed my chance, too. 
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One feature that not everyone pays 
much attention to but is very much 
an important item is the chain. A 
chain needs constant and proper lu- 
brication to keep it from cracking 
rollers and eventually doing itself 
damage. Triumph has a controllable 
rate tube from the 3-quart oil tank 
that drips proper lubrication on the 
chain.

On The Road 

After checking the machine out on 
both freeway and highway we found 
no appreciable fade on hard stops, 
no bad areas of vibration at any legal 
cruising speed, or any degree of di- 
minished control at speeds few will 
get to on most any cruising/ sport 
bike.If you do not watch your speedo 
or tach you can find yourself going 
100 mph or better before you know it. 

Another factor that we particular- 
ly liked was the one-kick starting 
routine. This one-kick method could 
be pulled off most any time, whether 
the engine was hotor not. Just tickle 





the carbs, set your throttle one- 
quarter open and give it a good 
healthy kick. Presto...life! 

Overall appearance of the bike 
rates very well; the mufflers, unlike 
some of the better Japanese imports, 
are good looking besides efficient. 
Joseph Lucas Strikes Again 

The Lucas lighting system is the 
one area we found any fault with at 
all. The lights are good for the most 
part but lack in a few area. The wir- 
ing is atrocious, the bulbs supplied 
aren't worth a dime, and the ammeter 
integrated into the headlight never 
seems to work right. 

Mileage on the Bonneville was re- 
ported to be 40 mpg. Infact, it usual- 
ly ran around 35 to 38 miles per gal- 
lon although sometimes higher. The 
bright new stainless steel fender 
now deployed onthe new Bonnevilles 
are extremely good looking and well 
finished. With the new self-locking 
rocker box covers (finned) the total 
overall look of the new Triumph Bon- 
nevilles is increasingly satisfying to 
avid enthusiasts like ourselves. The 
1968 Bonneville is different from our 
one-year road test bike in outward 
appearance only.The*68s should de- 
liver the same high-caliber perfor- 
mance. 

The Triumph Bonneville is not for 
the weak at heart. It*s a strong, 
powerful, smooth-running motorcycle 
that will give you all you want in 
comfort, safety, reliability, power, 
fun and then some. It's not the per- 
fect motorcycle but comes just as 
close as any to pleasing anyone 
who might happen to bé?Tucky enough 
to straddle their leg over this fine 
piece of British machinery to ride 
off into the sunset and live happily 
ever after.

What is a tuner? Well, he's a guy who 
does lots of work and gets little credit. 
How about you and me, are we tuners? 
In your case, the answer is probably no. 
In my case, emphatically no. Such a 
definition would include too much, Who 
is a tuner, then? Only fellows like Han- 
sen in Wisconsin, or Kibblewhite and 
Young in San Bruno? No, that would ex- 
clude too much. ** Tuner"' is a continum, 
one that spans two poles: from those who 
can only get the **music'' out of a ma- 
chine that was designed into it, on the 
one hand, and, on the other, those who 
can ‘compose a music’’ of their own into 
a motor, a tune never heard on the de- 
signer’s drawing board, 


One thing is clear, Without a tuner, 
no one would be anyone as aracer, Hail- 
wood, I am told, has half a dozen of them. 
(Take a handful, they're small.) 

Now in the San Francisco area there 
are several pretty famous racers: Law- 
will, Grant, Odom, Baumann, Rancourt, 
and the rest. But how many Cycle News 
readers know their tuners? (In Law- 
wills case, it's easy: he tunes hiwown.) 


At one end of the spectrum, you have 
a tuner like Frank Diaz, who works days 
out of Cycle Town in San Rafael, and 
nights out of a tiny shack '*out.back'' in 
Richmond. Frank has no exotic machin- 
ery, no drawing board, nothing fancy. So 
far as I know he's never tested a ma- 
chine on a dyno, and most of his piston- 
notching, compression increasing, light- 
ening work, and cam fitting has been of 
the empirical, trial-and-error kind. But 
Frank — himself an expert scrambler — 
is well known for his rapid, often brilliant 
work by a select few, boys who grindout 
trophies on the rough. His reputation 
has been earned with Triumphs and BSAs, 
and in more recent years with Bultacos 
and Montesas. So here youhave primarily 
and racer and a mechanic, only second- 
arily a tuner, But a good one. 


With Rich Schell of S & T Sportcycles 
in Lafayette, you must combine road 
racer with tuner. Rick is a classical” 
heli-arc welder, known for his ‘‘super- 
sanitary” engine and frame modifica- 
tions, and for machines that only have 
trouble quitting. He has built winners for 
the drag strip, for the dirt, and for road 
circuits. His own, modified CR-93 Hon- 
da 125 won 42 races, including Sebring 
in 1965. So successful has he been onhis 
bikes that they have been protested often, 
and always found legal. He is not a radical 
tuner, but one who ‘‘tunes a machine to 
its finest edge.’’ Then he sits right there, 
until he has to move along. He is now 
working on the 9-port design so success- 
ful in go-carting, and has a 4-cylinder 
water-cooled Suzuki X-6 planned for the 
street. (‘I’m going to make it, too.’’) 
His expansion chambers are efficient, 
and you can look for a Schell twin-port 
single chamber pipe on the Suzuki scram- 
bler he sponsors Paul Johnson on, a de- 
sign which should give Paul a better 
overal. torque curve and, equally im- 
portant, keep the exhaust out of his way 
and off the ground. 


MOTO-CROSSIN' IN CRESCENT

Bob Duncan, famed desert rider from 
Fontana (Orange County), honored us 
with his presence, Not only that but he 
took home the first place trophy for the 
250 class with Tony Danztman of Cres- 
cent City taking second and Rodney Ship 
of Brookings, Oregon third. 


Honda Culver Ci ity 
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Fred Muhlberg at Honda of San Fran- 
cisco is yet another variety of tuner, An 
Austrian, he only came to this country in 
1958 and did not switch from Mercedes- 
Benz to Honda until 1962. Fredisalways 
the wittiest, and usually the ahppiest, c 


racer at the track. He is famous here- 
abouts for hisgenerous and philosophical 
attitude - something pretty rare among 
the surly animals often found in this 
trade. He'll help anyone, he'll try any- 
thing, and he'll try it again, He says he 
is known mainly for cams **that come on 
hard at 9,000 and gooff harder at 9,600.” 
But his 175s and 350s prove his more 
modest than ingenuous in that claim, He 
has built a competitive 250 grand prix 
machine from a 160, and although he 
says he’s ‘‘broken more primary chains 
than anyone in North America — perhaps 
even South America” — he has designed, 
built and ridden to victory an ex-Hawk 
350 grand prix bike which still gives the 
new two-strokers hell. Now he plans a 
250 from the new Honda 175, and a 350 
from the new 325cc Honda, He was the 
first to coil-spring a 450, and his port 
jobs kept his production four-and-a-halfs 
in the winner’s circles all last year and 
the year before, 

With Dough Schwerma at Cycle Service 
in Hayward, you move on to the self- 
employed tuner, the tuner ‘who lives on 
speed alone.” Doug, in fact, has no other 
visible means of support. He was trained 
in part by Milne Bros. in Pasadena, in 
part by the skills and executions of Erv 
Kanamoto in San Jose. These are no 
mean tuners to learn from! Doug is not 
aims at constant success, that is, relia- 
bility. His 350 Yamaha has provedanal- 
most incredible success: in its many 
transmutations it has won enduros, 
scrambles, and road races — in the 500 
class, Dick Hammer and Ron Grant have 
been on it, Ask them, Schwerma also 
built, tuned, and rode a record 250 Ya- 
maha dragster which turned a 12.14 and 
105 mph in the quarter. He is an expert 
back-porter, as Tony Murphy can testify, 
and if he ever gets his super dragster 
going, it willbe fast. This machine, which 
Doug has been working on (or off and on) 
for three years now, has a 102” wheel- 
base, contains a 1000cc 4-cylinder NSA 
Prinz engine, coupled to the rear wheel 
by a fluid torque converter of his own 
design and manufacture, and is to be 
blown along by a Roots supercharger, It 
may be headed for the eight-second 
bracket,

Rumors have it 
that almost two hundred entries are ex- 
pected, including the likes of Grant, 
Baumann, Nicholas, Hammer, Vesco, 
Pierce, Parriott, Rayborn, and all the 
rest of the hot AMA ‘‘shoes,’’ Reneschis 
hoping for a big crowd, the track is 
being re-prepared, and the AFM’s Bay 
Area Chapter is working days and nights 
to put on their best show ever, Things 
are indeed looking up! 


In the beginners' class, Crescent 
City's Leon Bumby wound up first with 
Tommy Earl (also of C,C.) following 
close behind. Loran Sauer of Medord, 
Oregon was pleased to take first in tlie 
100 class on his odd-looking Sachs with 
Randy Bigham collecting the second place 


trophy. The 200 class had only one tro- 


phy winner, Steve Bigham, who rodé'a 
160 Honda, In the 251-Open class Buck
